In one, nearly 
two thousand young women have receiveil 
thorough training in millinery, needle- 
work, wood engraving, painting and porce- 
lain, or desi;;ning. Workshops affiliated 
to the school by a i>ecuniary arran^'ement ! 
furnish actual j)r;ictii'e. So successful 
liave been these scljools, and so superior 
the graduates in their work, the particu- 
lar trades Iiave established similar insti- 
tutions for the express puri>ose of fitting 
their own workwomen in occupations n<jt 
taught in ilie large cues, as in tlie brass 
and copper trade, and in the manufacture 
of el6cks and watches. 

TiiKRK isuo public sentiment in favor of 
the increase of the army or navy, says the 
American Register. The sentiment that 

favors such increase is very private and 
select. The ( Jent-ral favors it because he 
is the center of a military coterie that has 
no army for a back ground, and is natur- 
ally feeling yery much out of place.

Behind them all are a host of voracious 
contractors and afull and overflowing treas- 
ury continually increased by a swollen 
revenue. _
